Article  III.   The  United  States  agrees  to  grant  by  patent  In 
fee  simple  to  Jean  Bapt .  Rlchardvllle,  Principal  Chief  of  the 
Miami  Nation  of  Indians,  the  following  tracts  of  land:  -  -  AmonK 
other  tracts  not  In  Abstract  -  -  three  sections  of  land,  begin- 
ning about  twenty-five  rods  below  his  house  on  the  River  St. 
Mary's  near  Fort  Wayne;  thence  at  right  angles  with  the  river 
one  mile,  and  from  this  line  and  the  said  river  up  the  stream

Know  Ye,  that  In  pursuance  of  the  third  Article  of  a  Treaty 
made  and  concluded  at  St.  Mary's  In  the  State  of  Ohio,  between 
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Jonathan  Jennings,  Lewis  Case  and  Benjamin  Park,  Commissioners 

of  the  United  States  and  the  Miami  Nation  of  Indians,  on  the 

sixth  day  of  October,  in  the  year  1818.  There  is  granted  by 

the  United  States  unto  Jean  Bapt.  Richardville,  the  two  tracts

First:   I  commit  my  soul  to  that  Ood  that  gave  It;  my  burial 
to  be  under  the  direction  of  my  Executors  hereinafter  named. 

Item  1.   I  devise,  will  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter,  Catee3 
(alias  Catherine),  wife  of  Lafountalne,  her  heirs  and  assigns 
forever,  the  three  following  sections  of  land,  to-wlt:   One  sec- 
tion of  the  same  situated  In  the  County  of  Huntington  at  the 
forks  of  the  Wabash  to  be  laid  off  to  her  by  my  Executors  so  as 
to  Include  my  houses  and  Improvements  there.

I,  La  Blonde,  alias  Maria  Louisa  Richardville,  of  the  County 
of  Allen  and  State  of  Indiana,  desirous  of  disposing  of  my  prop- 
erty by  will,  whilst  in  a  rational  and  sound  mind  and  knowing  the 
uncertainty  of  life  and  time  of  death  approaches  do  make,  publish 
and  declare  this  instrument  of  writing  as  and  for  my  last  will 
and  testament  In  the  manner  follows,  to-wit: 

First:   I  will  and  bequeath  unto  my  dearly  beloved  son,
